FORGETTING WAR 
Ev en th ough th e war does not directly concern 
th is country , Americans can’t driv e it out of th eir 
th ough ts. 
Th e case of a y oung amnesia v ictim, found wan­ 
dering on th e streets of a middle western city , 
illustrates h ow deep ly ingrained in th e American 
consciousness th e Europ ean war h as become. Th e 
17-y ear-old girl did not know h er name, h er ad­ 
dress, h er relativ es, or any th ing else about h er­ 
self or h er associates. All sh e remembered, ac­ 
cording to p olice, were th e war, Hitler, th e names 
of a few Europ ean cities and th e names of some 
mov ie actors. 
It is of course imp ossible for ev ery one to for­ 
get comp letely wh at is h ap p ening in Europ e, but 
citizens wh o can keep th eir th ough ts on th e p rob­ 
lems of th eir own gov ernment are likely to be less 
suscep tible to th e p ersuasion of p rop agandists. 


ECONOMY BEGINS AT HOME 
So much attention h as been centered on federal 
sp ending p rograms, since tax lev ies h av e mounted 
to th e p oint wh ere th e p ocketbook of ev ery citi­ 
zen is p ainfully flattened, th at th e av erage citi­ 
zen is ap t to direct h is cries for relief to Wash ­ 
ington and ov erlook matters nearer h ome—h is own 
state, county and city tax es. 
Federal tax es are ex orbitant, and th e constant 
increase of th e national debt by a p rogram of 
sp ending more th an is taken in each y ear is cause 
for serious concern. Yet many industries and in­ 
div iduals are h arassed ev en more by th eir own 
h ome officials. One ex amp le, wh ich is by no means 
an ex treme one, sh ould suffice to arouse ev ery ­ 
one to th e h omely truth th at economy , like ch ari­ 
ty , sh ould begin a t h ome: Last y ear class one 
American railroads and subsidiaries p aid tax es 
totaling $343,19 3,79 0. Of th at amount, $264,934,- 
9 17 or 77 p er cent, went to state and local gov ern­ 
ments. Tax statistics of many oth er basic indus­ 
tries bear out th e fact th at state lawmakers are 
fully as guilty as Congress, if not more so, wh en 
it comes to op p ressing business, p rev enting job- 
creating ex p ansion, and generally retarding re­ 
cov ery locally as well as nationally by p enalizing 
industry and unreasonable tax ation. 
Certainly ev ery California legislator sh ould bear 
in mind—now th at a sp ecial session h as been sch ed­ 
uled p rincip ally for th e p urp ose of considering 
new and h igh er tax es demanded by th e Adminis­ 
tration. Californians may feel relativ ely h elp less 
wh en th e Congress, rep resenting all 48 states, 
goes on a new tax sp ree. But Californians may 
certainly control ex p enditures nearer h ome. Th ey 
can demand economy at Sacramento. 


CHAMBER OF COMMERCE AND 
BUSINESS LICENSES 
Th e City of Santa Ana h as adop ted a p olicy of 
tax ing p eop le for rendering a serv ice under th e 
guise a f business licenses. In th e 19 37-19 38 tax 
y ear ov er $43,000 was collected by th is meth od. 
Under free enterp rise, ev ery man wh o buy s a 
serv ice or a th ing from a Santa Ana business be­ 
liev es h e is satisfy ing a w ant He believ es h e is 
benefited. It seems rath er absurd to tax p eop le 
for rendering a serv ice. It is an ap p roach to th e 
same sy stem of tax ation wh ich th e Federal gov ­ 
ernment adop ted a quarter of a century ago. 
Th e City Administration uses p art of th is mon­ 
ey to finance th e Ch amber of Commerce. Th e re­ 
sult is th at th e Ch amber of Commerce is not a 
free and indep endent body th at is in a p osition to 
suggest and criticize for betterment of th e City . 
Our City would grow much faster if our tax es 
were kep t low so th at p eop le wh o liv e h ere would 
h av e more left to sp end for th eir own enjoy ment 
and so th at p eop le from with out would be inclined 
to make it th eir future h ome. 
One of th e best way s of reducing tax es is to h av e 
direct tax es. Th e business license tax sh ould be 
eliminated and th e City sh ould h av e no funds 
av ailable for th e Ch amber of Commerce. If th e 
license tax were eliminated, th en th e p ublic-sp irit­ 
ed business men could well afford to sup p ort a 
liv e and v igorous Ch amber of Commerce with out 
assistance from th e City . 
A business license tax is a way of robbing p eo­ 
p le wh o liv e outside of th e City wh o come h ere to 
buy . It is a tax th at h as to be p assed on. Th e Citi­ 
zens of Santa Ana sh ould p ay for th eir own gov ­ 
ernment ex p ense and not ex p ect p eop le wh o liv e 
outside of th e City to h elp p ay our tax es by way 
of th eir p urch ases on account of business licenses. 
Business licenses also h av e a tendency to cre­ 
ate monop olies and to cause p rices to be artificially 
h igh . Th is p art of tax ation is uneconomical and 
immoral, and is not good business.

THE IMPORTANCE OF CHARACTER BUILD­ 
ING INFLUENCE OF THE BIBLE IN S CHOOLS 
Inasmuch as our economic trouble is a result of 
moral decadence and since Germany and Russia 
h av e so v iciously rep ressed th e moral teach ings 
of th e Bible, wh at a great agnostic, Th omas Hux ­ 
ley , h ad to say more th an h alf a century ago on 
th e imp ortance of th e Bible in sch ools, is now 
v ery timely . 
It will be remembered th at Mr. Hux ley was a 
member of th e London sch ool board and th e ques­ 
tion was raised concerning th e use of th e Bible 
in th e sch ools. It was generally sup p osed th at h e 
would op p ose i t In Th e Contemp orary Rev iew for 
December, 18 71, h e said: 
“I h av e alway s been strongly in fav or of secu­ 
lar education, in th e sense of education with out 
th eology , but I must confess I h av e been no 
less seriously p erp lex ed to know by wh at p racti­ 
cal measures th e religious feeling, wh ich is th e 
essential basis of conduct, was to be kep t up in 
th e p resent utterly ch aotic state of op inion on 
th ese m atters with out th e use of th e Bible. Th e 
p agan moralists lack life and color, and ev en th e 
noble Stoic, Marcus Antonius, is too h igh and re­ 
fined for an ordinary ch ild. 
“Take th e Bible as a wh ole, make th e sev erest 
deductions wh ich fair criticism can dictate for 
sh ortcomings and p ositiv e errors, as a sensible lay 
teach er would do if left to h imself, all th at is not 
desirable for ch ildren to occup y th emselv es with , 
and th ere still remains in th is old literature a 
v ast residuum of moral beauty and grandeur. And 
th en consider th e great h istorical fact, th at for 
th ree centuries th is book h as been wov en into th e 
life of all th at is best and noblest in English 
h istory ; th at it h as become th e national ep ic of 
Britain, and is familiar to noble and simp le from 
Joh n o’ Groat’s House to Land’s End, as Dante 
and Tasso were once to th e Italians; th at it is 
written in th e noblest and p urest English , and 
abounds in ex quisite beauties of a merely literary 
form; and finally , th at it forbids th e v eriest h ind 
wh o nev er left h is v illage to be ignorant of th e 
ex istence of oth er countries and oth er civ iliza­ 
tions, stretch ing back to th e furth est limits of 
th e oldest nations in th e world. 
“By th e study of wh at oth er book could ch ildren 
be so much h umanized, and made to feel th at each 
figure in th at v ast h istorical p rocession fills, like 
th emselv es, but a momentary sp ace in th e inter­ 
v al between two eternities, and earns th e bless­ 
ings or th e curses of all times, according to its ef­ 
forts to do good and h ate ev il, ev en as th ey also 
are earning th eir p ay ment for th eir work?” 
Th e real soul of th e Bible was a gradual growth 
among p eop le to encourage resp ect for th e equal 
righ ts of oth ers. 
As Th omas Hux ley so ably p ointed out, it is 
v ery difficult to conceiv e h ow secular education 
can teach resp ect for th e righ ts of oth ers with out 
amp lify ing th e sp irit and motiv e ex p ressed in th e 
New Testament and th e Ten Commandments.

“UNIVERS AL UNIONIS M IS WAR”—KNOX 
In a sp eech before th e Adv ertising Club of Los 
Angeles, James Samuel Knox , p resident of th e 
Ch icago Sch ool of Salesmansh ip and Business, 
th at bears h is name, declared th at “univ ersal 
unionism would mean war in America.” 
W h at h as come to be th e main function of 
unionism is collectiv e bargaining and collectiv e 
bargaining is just a combination of one group of 
workers against anoth er group of workers, to p re­ 
v ent th em from h av ing equal righ ts to sell th e 
only th ing th ey h av e to sell—th eir serv ices. 
Yet men wh o seek p ower with out resp onsibility , 
such as President Roosev elt and former President 
Hoov er, adv ocate more and more collectiv e bar­ 
gaining. And th ese men refuse to answer questions 
as to h ow collectiv e bargaining can benefit all 
th e workers. 
Th is country is going th rough a quiet form of 
confiscating th e righ ts of men. It is doing it by 
th e belief th at wages can be raised by collectiv e 
bargaining and th at tax es can be lev ied with out 
working a h ardsh ip on labor. 
We h av e been try ing th is p olicy for a quarter 
of a century . Th e real results of th e p olicy came 
into effect after 15 y ears. Th e last 10 y ears we 
h av e been reap ing th e results from belief in col­ 
lectiv e bargaining, belief in ability to p ay tax 
th eory and belief th at bankers can be p ermitted 
to sy nth etically create credit. Th ere is not much 
ch ance of returning to a constantly increasing 
standard of liv ing as we h ad p rior to th e time wh en 
th ese beliefs came into op eration—until we learn 
th at so-called collectiv e bargaining is war, as 
James Knox so ably stated to th e Adv ertising 
Club. 
Mr. Knox also p ointed out th at Edison increased 
th e world’s wealth by $60,000,000,000 by h is inv en­ 
tions. He inquired wh eth er th is can be regarded 
as ex p loiting workers and h is answer, of course, 
was no. He also stated th at we can say th e same 
th ing about Ford, General Motors and Ch ry sler. 
Tiie sooner we learn th at better wages are p aid 
because of inv entions and th e accumulation of cap ­ 
ital and good management and in sp ite of collec­ 
tiv e bargaining, th e better off we will be. 


ducers to lower costs. Th ere are two way s th at 
costs can be lowered. One is lower wage p ay ments 
and p ay less for ray materials. Obv iously , th is p ro­ 
cedure is not socially desirable and h as not been 
followed by th is industry . 
Th e oth er meth od of 
lowering costs is to increase th e p roductiv e effi­ 
ciency of th e p roducing units. 
Fundamentally , increased p roductiv e efficiency 
means th at less labor and cap ital is consumed p er 
unit of outp ut. Th e industrial dev elop ment of th is 
country h as been built on th e ability of business­ 
men to discov er and adop t more efficient means of 
p roduction. 
Th e continuous ex p ansion in th e use 
of more and better cap ital, made p ossible by sav ­ 
ings and inv entions, is th e basic factor in our p rog­ 
ress. 
Ev ery body is benefited by scientific use of more 
efficient cap ital in industry . Consumers get lower 
p rices and are able to buy more cars. 
Raw ma­ 
terial p roducers are able to sell more goods to car 
p roducers and emp loy more men. 
Money W ages H igh er 
In addition th e money wages of workers h av e 
been increased, wh ile th e p rices of consumer goods 
h av e declined. 
As a result, th e real income and 
standard of liv ing of American workers h av e risen 
p rogressiv ely . 
It is for th ese reasons th at th e “slow-down” tac­ 
tics of th e Ch ry sler emp loy ees are sh ortsigh ted, 
p urely selfish and economically unsound. Th eir ac­ 
tion, if allowed, would raise costs and lower th e 
p roductiv e efficiency of th e Ch ry sler Corp . 
If labor is successful in such tactics our econom­ 
ic sy stem wquld be gradually undermined. 
Our 
p eop le are already tired of some of labor’s maneu­ 
v ers. But, m th is case, th e workers are biting th e 


WASHINGTON, Nov . 10.—Was 
th e p rop osal to transfer American 
sh ip s to th e Panama flag and for­ 
eign crews, so th at th ey wouldn’t 
be forced off th e ocean by th e 
Pittman act “a slick trick” and 
p roof of a ch arge by some skep ­ 
tics th at th e President can’t be 
trusted not to finesse h is way 
around a constitutional or con­ 
gressional mandate? 
I th ink not. 
I th ink it was 
p roof of too much emotional de­ 
bate and too little scientific study 
and general understanding of fun­ 
damental p urp oses of th e Pittman 
act. 
Its intent certainly wasn’t p ri­ 
marily 
to 
surrender 
American 
commerce on any p art of th e h igh 
seas. It did th at, but it did it as 
a tremendous sacrifice to p reserv e 
our p eace—not as th e flagellants 
wh ip th em selv es to get a» emo­ 
tional sp asm, but as a man migh t 
lie in bed to av oid a burglar 
rath er th an to go downstairs to 
sh oot it out to p rotect h is legal 
righ ts. 
If a sh ip fly ing th e American 
flag is seized or sunk, an obliga­ 
tion arises in our gov ernment to 
inquire wh eth er it was auth orized 
under th e laws of war and, if it 
wasn’t, to resist —- ev en to th e 
p oint of war or rep risal in re­ 
p eated and ex aggerated cases. If 
an American citizen is maimed or 
killed abroad, a similar obligation 
arises. 
By th e Pittman act we 
decided to p rev ent such dangers 
—not be renouncing any legal 
righ ts but simp ly by av oiding th e 
necessity of v indicating th em. 
Th ere were two alternativ es to 
sav e th e p rincip le of wh at we did 
with out saddling ourselv es with 
unnecessary loss 
and h ardsh ip . 
One was to say to both citizens 
and sh ip s: “Sail at y our own risk 
and p eril. If y ou try to run th is 
blockade and get sunk in th e v en­ 
ture, we will not p rotect y ou.” Th e 


oth er was wh at American sh ip ­ 
p ing lines now p rop ose—to av oid 
risk to American liv es by signing 
foreign 
crews 
or risk to 
th e 
American flag by transferring to 
a foreign flag. 
Th e first p rop osal was debated 
and rejected in Congress—in th e 
op inion of th is column too h astily 
and with out sufficient study of 
th e controlling p rincip les and h is­ 
tory of international law. Th is 
second one was h ardly mentioned. 
It certainly was not rejected. On 
th e contrary , th e way for it was 
left op en as wide as a barn door. 
Th is was th e result.of no trick­ 
ery . Th e debate was centered on 
one p rop osed rath er th an on a sci­ 
entific study of th e effects of a 
far reach ing law. Th is is clearly 
sh own by th e sav ing last-minute 
amendments with out wh ich th e 
law would h av e been a monstros­ 
ity . 
Now an undebated p rop osal is 
being attacked as being not in ac­ 
cordance with th e “sp irit” of th e 
new law. But, as I h av e tried to 
sh ow earlier in th is p iece, th at 
sp irit wasn’t wantonly to destroy 
any p art of th e American mer­ 
cantile marine. It was to obv iate 
any necessity to defend it in cer­ 
tain waters. 
If a way was op en 
in th e letter of th e law to accom­ 
p lish th at object it certainly v io­ 
lates no sp irit of th e law to fol­ 
low th at way . Th is p rop osal does 
ex actly th at quite as effectiv ely 
as th e courses now insisted up on 
by gentlemen adv ancing unargued 
dogma, wh ich as I believ e, tends 
blindly to ex tend th e letter of an 
ex p erimental law rath er th an to 
meet th e issue squarely on its 
sp irit and intent. It is true' th at 
"th e letter killeth but th e sp irit 
giv eth life.” Nev erth eless, a p ub­ 
lic official wh o begins to ex ecute 
a law on an interp retation of it 
certainly not justified by its lan­ 
guage, cn a clearly debatable ar­ 
gument as to its intent, and to 
th e destruction of indiv idual righ ts 
and national interest, is certainly 
far' more op en to th e ch arge of 
arbitrary cap rice th an could be 
brough t 
against 
th e 
Maritime 
commission in th is case.

'Th at sounds as if it sh ould be

body knew wh at th at was unless 
h e was referring to p ickles. 
Nex t question was 
fired 
at 
Roosev elt on June 13, just after 
Harold Ickes h ad written an ar­ 
ticle in Look Magazine p rop osing 
a th ird term. Cross-ex amined re­ 
garding th is in a Wh ite House 
conference, th e President main­ 
tained a stony silence. 
He said 
h e h ad only read th e h eadlines. 
Some commentators, for want 
of better clues, seized on th is p ar­ 
ticular answer as 
being milder 
th an th e dunce-cap 
rep ly , 
and 
p roceeded to write "th ink p ieces” 
rep resenting Roosev elt as v irtual­ 
ly back in 
th e Wh ite House 
again. 
Th is brough t a stern warning 
from th e President at th e nex t 
p ress conference. 
Undue signifi­ 
cance h ad been attach ed to h is 
failure to rebuke th e newsp ap er­ 
man wh o asked th at question, h e 
said, so now h e would ask th e 
man to “go stand in th e corner.”

WAR BOOM FA D IN G 
(San Bernardino, Calif-, Sun) 
Economists wh o h av e looked ov er th e p rosp ects 
for a war boom in th e United States, based on 
trade with Britain and France after rep eal of th e 
arms embargo, are reach ing th e conclusion th at 
th ose wh o ex p ect a rep etition of wh at h ap p ened 
from 1914 to 1918 are to be disap p ointed. 
Writing in th e Magazine of Wall Street, Dr. Max 
Winkler declares th at ev idence wh ich is readily 
av ailable “sh ould conv ince th e sincere student of 
economic affairs th at conditions in Great Britain 
and France are distinctly different from th ose 
wh ich ex isted in 1914; and th at due to industrial 
ex p ansion at h ome and th e imp ressiv e dev elop ment 
of th e colonies as a source of sup p ly , th e dep endence 
of th e Anglo-French alliance up on th e rest of th e 
world, and th e United States in p articular, is not 
nearly so marked as it was a quarter of a century 
ago. To be sure, British and French buy ing in th e 
United States will not cease. On th e contrary , it 
is bound to increase, esp ecially if th e p resent war 
sh ould be p rotracted, but it would be erroneous to 
assume th at a sp ectacular boom can or will be cre­ 
ated in American industry or agriculture solely or 
largely because of th e p resent conflagration across 
th e Atlantic." 


A YARDSTICK B IT ES T H E DUST 
(Ch icago T ribune) 
A sp ell of dry weath er h as comp leted th e un­ 
masking of th e motiv es of President Roosev elt, 
Senator Norris, and th e oth er fellow trav elers of 
socialism, wh o h av e sunk more th an h alf a billion 
dollars of tax funds in th e Tennessee Valley au­ 
th ority . 
Legally , TVA is a nav igation and flood control 
p roject.

Now water lev els in th e TVA p ools h av e fallen 
to a stage wh ere th e h y droelectric stations are in­ 
cap able of sup p ly ing th e market th at h as been 
built up or ex p rop riated from p riv ate utilities. 
IV A h as h ad to resort to steam p lant generation 
to sup p ly th at market. 
Th e TVA p rotagonists’ second line of defense 
h as been sh attered. TVA was no more a p roject 
to dev elop h y droelectric p ower th an it was a p roj­ 
ect to imp rov e nav igation and p rov ide flood con­ 
trol. It was, p urely and simp ly , a p roject to p ut 
th e gov ernment in th e p ower business, wh ere it 
h as no constitutional warrant to be, and wh ere th e 
incomp etence of p olitical op eration will lead it in­ 
ev itably to failure. 
All th e talk of nav igation, 
flood control, and by -p roduct p ower was a mere 
smoke screen to conv oy th is unconstitutional p ro­ 
ject p ast th e courts. 
Th e first requisite of a p ower sup p ly is th at 
it must be av ailable wh en customers need it, th e 
y ear 'round. Such a sup p ly is called p rime p ower. 
Power wh ich is av ailable intermittently is surp lus 
p ower. 
It is naturally ch eap er. 
Th e utility can 
get for it only th e low rates th at a customer will 
p ay on th e understanding th at h e can h av e it only 
wh en it is av ailable. 
Hereafter th e TVA will be justified in classify ­ 
ing as p rime p ower only th at p ortion of its h y dro­ 
electric p ower th at is av ailable th e y ear ’round. 
Th e rest is surp lus p ower, unless th ere is added to 
th e cost of h y droelectric generation th e cost of 
maintaining and op erating during low water p eri­ 
ods th e old and ex p ensiv e steam generating p lants 
th at serv e as standby s. 
Th e so-called TVA y ardstick h as been a p roduct 
of fraudulent bookkeep ing since it was first p ro­ 
duced. 
Th e cost of th e h y droelectric dams was 
written off for th e stimulation of nonex istent nav i­ 
gation and th e p rev ention of trifling flood dam­ 
age* Th e necessity of steam generation, if TVA 
bookkeep ing ev en ap p roach ed 
th e standards of 
commercial h onesty , would comp lete th e demolition 
of th e p h ony y ardstick. 


In my last article th e p arable of 
th e talents was sh own to be an ep it­ 
ome of th e economic sy stem of p ri­ 
v ate enterp rise and of th e demo­ 
cratic attitude 
wh ich is essen­ 
tial to th e suc­ 
cessful o p e r­ 
atio n of th a t 
sy stem. In con­ 
trast, it will be 
interesting to 
sp eculate up on 
th e w a y in 
wh ich a com­ 
m un ist and a 
left-wing New 
Dealer, resp ec­ 
tiv ely , w ould 
h av e dealt with 
th ese men as 
th ey rep orted 
up on wh at th ey 
h ad ach iev ed with th e talents en­ 
trusted to th em. 
Th e wh ole p arable would be se­ 
v erely criticised by th e communist, 
first, because it recognizes th e p rofit 
incentiv e and justifies p rofits as a re­ 
ward for enterp rise, and second, be­ 
cause th ere was an unequal distribu­ 
tion of th e talents at th e outset. Th e 
communist goal of equality demands 
a lev eling down to mediocrity and 
p ov erty , and any suggestion of un­ 
equal p ossessions would constitute a 
concession th at comp lete equality is 
neith er p ossible nor desirable. 
To th e communist, any one with ten 
talent» would be a ku la k, a man of 
substance wh o must be liquidated as 
an obstacle to collectiv ism. Th erefore, 
Instead of commending such a p erson 
to r h is th rift, industry and initiativ e, 
th is p erson’s p rop erty would be con­ 
fiscated outrigh t and h e would h av e 
been sent into th e outer darkness, or 
to th e firing squad. Th e communist 
•laugh ter h as included not only th ose 
with material wealth , but many oth ­ 
ers wh ose intellectual calibre and in­ 
tegrity made accep tance of th e col­ 
lectiv ist doctrine an imp ossibility . 
Op th e oth er h and, th e communist’s 
warmest recep tion would h av e been 
for th e fellow wh o h id h is talent in 
th e ground. Th is man would h av e 
been greeted as th e true rep resenta­ 
tiv e of th e p roletariat He would 
h av e been made a judge or a h igh 
o o mmiiser because ha had refused to 


be contaminated by th e p rofit sy stem. 
He alone could h av e met th e rigid 
test of p arty regularity . 
Th e left-wing New Dealer would 
p robably begin by defaming th e man 
with ten talents as an economic roy al» 
ist Up on receiv ing h is rep ort th ere 
would be a demand for an ex cess 
p rofits tax , and for h eav ier tax es 
o n 
income. Th e dangers of concentrated 
wealth would be made th e p retex t 
for furth er increases of th e estate tax . 
Th us, between th e income tax and th s 
death duty , th e state would absorb 
most of th e fiv e talents earned by 
trading, and ev entually , most of th e 
original fiv e talents as well. 
Before th is fellow died, h owev er, 
th ere would be a Senate committee 
to p ry into h is affairs and regimenting 
legislation to discourage h im from 
ev er try ing, again, to make two tal­ 
ents grow wh ere one h ad grown be­ 
fore. Th is would be followed by « j 
p lan for gov ernment banka to sup p ly 
th e funds wh ich were no longer 
forth coming for enterp rise p urp oses 
from th is h uman dy namo. 
Th e man wh o h id h is talent would 
be h ailed as a coop erator in th s p lan 
to raise p rices by restricting p roduc­ 
tion. A subsidy would be v oted, and 
since th is fellow h ad taken th e lead 
In curbing p roduction by not p rodue- . 
ing any th ing, h e would receiv e th s 
largest subsidy of all. Th e money to 
p ay th is subsidy would bs taken la 
tax es from th e man with ten talents, 
or borrowed from h im, to be rep aid 
later in a dev alued talent worth ‘ 
about 50 cents on th s dollar. If h e 
h esitated about th e loan, h s would 
be giv en h is ch oice between buy ing 
th e bonds and an issue of Greenbacks 
under th e Th omas amendment. 
In th e day s before a false liberalism 
h ad wrecked th e country , th s words, 
“Well done, good and faith ful ser­ 
v ant,” Imp lied a blessing on th e fun­ 
damental v irtues of industry , th rift, 
and self-reliance. Now, ws are to bs 
p aid for doing noth ing, and to sh are 
equally in all th at oth ers h av e. Th s 
p arable of th e ialents was giv en as * 
sy mbolic descrip tion of th e Kingdom 
of Heav en. But in v iew o f th e idea o l

When the school fails to teach 
a child, and rep eated ex p eriences 
confirm the failu re, he is ex am­ 
ined by the ex p ert who u su ally 
finds what the teacher already 
knew—that he is a backward, 
mentally deficient child. 
There 
are many su ch children in ev ery 
commu nity . 
They are 
in 
all 
races, all classes of society , and 
their deficiencies v ary with the 
indiv idu al,' no two being alike. 
The p roblem of what to 
do 
with them, how to make them 
hap p y as p ossible witho u t allow­ 
ing them to fall into the hands 
o f the u nscru p u lou s folk who are 
ev er ready to u se them fo r their 
o wn selfish ends, is one that has 
bo thered society fo r generations. 
So me o f these children can be 
trained to do certain forms of 
industrial labor. 
The great ma­ 
jo rity o f them canno t be trained 
to be self-su p p orting. As long as 
they liv e they 
mu st 
be, 
and 
sho uld be, u nder the su p erv ision 
o f ex p erienced and skilfu l lead­ 
ers. 
They shou ld be p ro tected 
fro m the u nscru p u lou s, and from 
their own ignorance and weak­ 
ness. 
The time is close at hand 
when ev ery child, known to be 
mentally deficient, will be listed 
and su p erv ised and p ro tected u n­ 
til death closes the record. 
What can be done with those 
that can be rained to make them 
most effectiv e? 
Usu ally the an­ 
swer is handwork. 
That is all 
right if one 
u nderstands 
that 
these children canno t do accu r­ 
ate, carefu l work fo r any length 
o f time. 
Some of them can do 
a bit of accu rate work on a job, 
bu t becau se fatigu e sets in early , 
close to the heels of any effo rt 
he makes, Che nex t bit is ou t. 
This inability to do su stained, ac­ 
cu rate wo rk to a standard is 
what makes ev en the most able 
o f the backward children u nfit 
fo r the labo r markets. 
This fact o u ght to be consid­ 
ered when p lanning an edu cation 
fo r them. The u su al thing is to 
giv e them shop s and tools and 
try to teach them to do wood­ 
wo rk and metal work and weav ­ 
ing to a p assing standard. 
The 
manual work is good, bu t if the 
no tio n behind it is that these 
children can become skilled work- 
rs, it is a sad mistake. 
Brainwo rk that mu st be ap ­ 
plied strictly to the abstractio n 


the limit of this cru de work— 
and that limit is soon reached— 
the teachers determined to p u sh 
the children ahead to ward finer 
and finer mu scu lar adju stments 
and coordinations. 
Skilled work 
was the goal of su ch instru ction. 
And that, if the p u p il is a men­ 
tally deficient child, is o u t of the 
q u estion. 
Only a fine brain, a 
steady , well-coordinated hand, can 
do skilled work. Mentally defic­ 
ient children do inaccu rate, u n­ 
skilled work, and are soon fa­ 
tigu ed by that. 
They mu st be 
p ro tected and gu arded and cared 
fo r du ring the sp an of their liv es. 
It is time we began.
